The Gemstone File was written in 
many segments over a period of years 


by an American named Bruce 
Roberts. Parts of the file were 
released to certain Americans 


beginning in 1969. The number of 
pages is well over a thousand, of 
which I have read about 400. It has 
been possible to verify some of the 
statements made, but the research 
facilities required to verify the entire 
story would be monumental. Those 
who transmit the story do so because 
it makes sense in the light of current 
events. Although paris of it seem 
improbable, in general it rings true. 
Readers will have to make up their 
own minds as to its authenticity. 

Since the scope of this work is so 
large and the events described are so 
complex and interlocking, it may be 
more easily understood with this 
Skeleton outline of the Gemstone 
thesis. Individual pages can then be 
read with greater comprehension. 

1932: Onassis, a Greek drug 
pusher and ship owner wha made his 
first million selling "Turkish tobacco" 
(opium) in Argentina, worked out a 
profitable deal with Joseph Kennedy, 
Eugene Meyer & Meyer Lansky: 
Onassis was to ship booze :lirect into 
Boston for Joseph Kennedy. Also 
involved was a heroin deal with 
Franklin and Elliot Roosevelt. 

1934: Onassis, Rockefeller and the 
“Seven Sisters" (major oil companies) 
signed an agreement, outlined in an 
oil cartel memo: Screw the Arabs out 
of their oil, transport it on Onassis 
ships. Rockefeller and the Seven 
Sisters to get rich. All this was done, 
and those who did it considerably 


increased their already vast wealth. 
Bruce Roberts, studying journalism 
and physics at the University of 


Wisconsin, learned these things 
through personal contacts. His 
special interest was in crystal- 


lography: the creation of synthetic 
rubies, the original gemstone 
experiment. 

` 1936-1940: Eugene Meyer buys the 
Washington Post; other Mafia buy 
other papers, radio stations, TV etc to 
gain control of news media. As the war 
approaches news censorship of all 
major media goes into effect. 

1941-1945: [Direct US involvement 
in] World War I], which was very 
profitable for Onassis, Rockefeller, 
Kennedy, the Roosevelts, I.G. Farben, 
etc. Onassis, selling oil and arms to 
both sides, went through the war 
without losing a single ship or man. At 
the end of the war, Nazi "experts 
assimilated into the Pentagon 
infiltrate the highest levels. Allen 
Dulles, in partnership with "ex-Nazi" 
General Reinhard Gehlen, forms a 
new agency: the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

1949: Onassis buys US war surplus 
‘Liberty Ships’ in questionable 
(illegal) purchase. Lawyer Burke 
Marshall helps him. 

1956: Howard Hughes, Texas 
Millionaire, is meanwhile buying his 
way into control of the US electoral 
process with a view to his own 
personal gain. He buys Senators, 
Governors etc. He finally buys his last 
politician - newly elected Vice- 
President Nixon - via a quarter of a 
million dollar non-repayable loan to 
Nixon's brother Donald. 

EARLY 1957: Nixon repays the 
favour by having Internal Revenue 
Service and Treasury grant tax-free 
status (refused twice before) to the

MARCH 1957: Onassis carries 
out a carefully planned action. He has 
Hughes kidnapped from his 
bungalow at the Beverly Hills Hotel, 
using Hughes’ own men (Chester 
Davis, born Cesare in Sicily, et al). The 
other Hughes men either quit, get 
fired or join the new Onassis 
organization. A few days later, Mayor 
Cannon (later Senator Cannon) of 
Nevada arranges a fake marriage to 
Jean Peters to explain Hughes’ 
sudden loss of interest in chasing 
movie stars. Hughes, battered and 
brain-damaged in the scuffle, is taken 
to the Emerald Isles Hotei in the 
Bahamas, where the entire top floor 
has been rented for the “Hughes 
Party". Hughes is shot full of heroin 
for 30 days, then taken off to a cell on 
Onassis’ island, Skorpios, where he 
spent the rest of his life. Onassis now 
has a much larger power base in the 
US: the Hughes empire, as well as 
control over Nixon and the other 
Hughes-purchased politicians. L. 
Wayne Rector, who had been acting 
as Hughes’ double 1955, 
became "Hughes". 

SEPTEMBER 1957: Onassis calls 
the Appalachian meeting to inform 
Us Mafia leaders of his control over 
Hughes, and his adoption of Hughes' 
method of acquiring power; buying 
US senators, congressmen, governors, 
judges en masse to gain contro} of the 
US government ‘legally’. Onassis’ 
radio message to Appalachian from a 
remote Pennsylvania farmhouse 
intercepted (reluctantly) by FBI's J. 
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Edgar Hoover, on the basis of a tipoff 
from some Army Intelligence guys 
who weren'tin on the plan. 

ALSO IN 1957: Joseph Kennedy 
takes John F. and Jackie to see 
Onassis on his yacht, introduces John 
and reminds Onassis of an old Mafia 
promise: the Presidency for a 
Kennedy. Onassis agrees. 

1958: Hordes of Mafia-selected, 
purchased & supported “grass roots” 
candidates sweep into office. 

1959: Stirring election battle 
between Kennedy & Nixon. Either 
way Onassis wins, since he has control 
over both candidates. 

1960: JFK elected American 
people happy. Rose Kennedy happy. 
Onassis happy - Mafia ecstatic. 
Roberts brings his synthetic rubies 
(the original "Gemstones”) to Hughes 
Aircraft in Los Angeles . They steal his 
rubies - the basis for laser beam 
research, laser bombs etc because of 
the optical quality of the rubies. One 
of the 11 possible sources for one of 
the ingredients involved in the 
Gemstone experiments was the 
Golden Triangle area. Roberts was 
‘married to the daughter of former 
French Consul in Indo-China. fn that 
area, Onassis’ involvement in the 
Golden Triangle dope trade was no 
secret. Roberts' investigation 
revealed the Onassis - Hughes 
connection, kidnap & switch. When 
they steal his invention he decides to 
make public what he knows and 
begins work on the "Gemstone File’. 

“Gemstones” synthetic rubies 
and sapphires with accompanying 
“histories” - Gemstone Papers - were 
sold or given away to foreign Consular 
officials - in return for information on 
world-wide intelligence activities of 
many countries. This intelligence 
network is the source for much of the 
information in the Gemstone File. 

JANUARY 1961: Joseph Kennedy 
has a stroke, ending his control over 
John and Bobby. The boys decide to 
rebel against Onassis’ control. Why? 
Inter-Mafia struggle? Or perhaps a 
dim hope of restoring the land of the 
free and home of the brave to its 
mythical integrity? Whatever the 
reason, they commit a series of acts 
absolutely forbidden by the Mafia: 
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arrest Wally Bird, owner of Air 
Thailand, who has been shipping 
Onassis' heroin out of the Golden 
Triangle (Laos , Cambodia , 
VietNam) under contract with CIA 
("Air Opium"); Arrest Mafia Teamster 
Jimmy Hoffa and put him in gaol; 
Declare the $73 million in forged 
"Hughes" land loans, deposited with 
the San Francisco Bank of America as 
‘security for the TWA judgement 
against Hughes, to be what they are; 
forgeries. 





APRIL 1961: CIA Bay of Pigs 
fiasco. Hunt, McCord, CIA, Battista 
Cubans & Mafia angry about JFK's 
lack of enthusiasm. Onassis has his 
US right-hand man, “Hughes” top 
aide, former FBI & CIA, Robert 
Maheu (nicknamed “IBM’ for “fron 
Bob Maheu’) hire and train a team of 
Mafia assassins to get Castro. The 
team of a dozen or so includes John 
Roselli and Jimmy (the Weasel) 
Frattiano, expert Mafia hitmen 
assisted by Hunt & McCord of the 
CIA and others. This was reported 
recently by Jack Anderson , who gets a 
lot of his “tips' from his friend Frank 
(Fiorini) Sturgis - also on the Castro 
assassination team. The team tried 5 
times to kill Castro, with every: ting 
from long-range rifles to apple pie 
with sodium morphate pellets. Castro 
survived. 

1963: Members of the Castro 
assassination team arrested at Lake 
Pontchartrain, La, by Bobby 
Kennedy's Justice boys. Angered, 
Onassis stops trying to kill Castro & 
goes for the head: JFK , who, 
according to Onassis, had welched on 
a Mafia agreement. JFK sets up the 
“Group of 40" to fight Onassis . 

AUGUST 1963: Two murders had 
to occur before the murder of JFK, of 
people. who would understand the 
situation and might squawk: 

1> Senator Estes Kefauver whose 


Crime Commission investigations 
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had uncovered the original 1932 deal 
between Onassis, Kennedy , Eugene 
Meyer Lansky, Roosevelt et al, 
Kefauver planned a speech on the 
Senate floor denouncing Mafia 
operations. Instead he ate a piece of 
apple pie laced with sodium 
morphate (used in rat poison) & had a 
sodium morphate induced heart 
attack on the Senate floor. 

2> Phillip Graham, editor of the 
Washington Post Phillip had 
married Katherine Meyer, Eugene 
Meyer's daughter, who had inherited 
the Post & allied media empires. 
Graham put together the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket & was Kennedy's 
friend in the struggle with Onassis. 
Katherine Meyer Graham bribes 
some psychiatrists to certify her 
husband Phil insane. He was allowed 
out of the asylum for the weekend & 
died of a shotgun wound to the head 


in the Graham home in Washington. 
The D.A. ruled it a suicide. 

NOV. 1st 1963: The hit on JFK 
was supposed to take place in true 
Mafia style; a triple execution, 
together with Diem and Nhu in 
VietNam. Diem & Nhu got theirs as 
scheduled. Onassis had invited Jackie 
for a cruise on his yacht, the Cristina , 
where she was when JFK got tipped 
off that Onassis planned to wipe him 
out. JFK called Jackie on the yacht 
from the White House, telling her; 
"Get off that yacht if you have to 
swim.” Jackie stayed on board, 
descending the gangplank a few days ` 
later in Turkey on Onassis’ arm, to 
impress the Turkish Sey Mustapha. 
Madame Nhu, in the US, bitterly 
remarked that “Whatever happened 
in Vietnam will see its counterpart in 
the United States”. JFK cancelled his 
appearance at a football stadium in 
Chicago, where the CIA-Mafia 
assassination team was poised for the 
kill. One of the assassination team 
(Tom Vallee, a double for Oswald) was 
picked up in Chicago with a rifle & 
quickly released by the police. 3 
weeks later the Mafia's alternate & 


carefully arranged execution plan 
went into effect as JFK was 
assassinated in Dallas.

Here is Part Two of The Gemstone File, a classic conspiracy theory written by synthetic ruby inventor Bruce Roberts. 
The file purports to be a ‘true history’ of world power-broking over the past two generations; NEXUS New Times 
makes no claims regarding its accuracy. It has been distributed by ‘underground’ means for at least fifteen years and 
is a legend among conspiracy theorists. This section deals exclusively with the John F. Kennedy assassination. 








The JFK Murder 


D nassis/Hughes man Ç Iron Bob’) Maheu 
reassigned the Mafia-CIA [Castro] assas- 
sination team to the murder of JFK, adding 
Eugene Brading, a third Mafia hitman from 
the Denver Smaldones family. Two months 
earlier, Brading (out on parole after a series 
of crimes) applied for a new driving license, 
explaining to the California DMV that he 
had decided to change his name to “Jim 
Braden”. Brading got his California parole 
officer's permission for two trips to Dallas in 
November on “oil business’, the first to look 
things over and the second time when JFK 
was scheduled for his Dallas trip. 

Lee Harvey Oswald (CIA, withcare- 
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fully planted links to both the ultra-right and 
the Communists) was designated to be the 
patsy. He was supposed to shoot atGovernor 
Connally and did. 


Tre Assassins 


Each of the four shooters - Oswald, 
Brading, [Mafioso] Jimmy Frattiano and 
Johnny Roselli had a timer and a backup 
man, Backup men were supposed to pick up 
the spent shells and get rid of the guns. 
Timers would give the signal to shoot, Hunt 
and McCord were there to help. Frank Stur- 
gis was in Miami. 

Frattiano shot from a second story win- 
dow in the Dal-Tex building across the strect 
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from the Texas Book Depositry, apparently 
using a handgun, with which he is an excel- 
lentshot. Frattiano hit Kennedy twice, in the 
back and in the head. Frattiano and his 
backup man were ‘arrested’, driven away 
from the Dal-Tex building in apolicecar and 
released without being booked (The Dallas 
Police Department office is in the Dal-Tex 
building). 

Roselli shot Kennedy once, hitting the 
night side of his head and blowing his brains 
out with a rifle from behind a fence in the 
grassy knoll area. Roselli and his backup 
timer went down a manhole behind the fence 
and followed the sewer line away from 
Dealey Plaza. 

The third point of the triangulated 
ambush was supplied by Eugene Brading, 
shooting from Kennedy’s left from a small 
pagoda at Dealey Plaza, across the street 
from the grassy knoll. Brading missed be- 
cause Roselli and Frattiano’s shots had just 
hit Kennedy in the head from the right and 
the rear, almost simultaneously. Brading’s 
shot hit the kerb and ricochetted off. 

Brading was photographed on the scene, 
stuffing a gun under his coat. He wore a big 
leather coat, his hatband marked with large 
conspicuous Xs. Police had been instructed 
to let anyone with an X-marked hatband 
through the police lines. Some may have 
been told that they were Secret Service. 

After his shot Brading ditched his gun 
with his backup man and walked up the 
street to the Dal-Tex building. Roger Craig, 
a Deputy Sheriff, rushed up to Brading as- 
suming he was Secret Service and told him 
hehad just seen aman come out of the Book 
Deposit building and jump into a station 
wagon. Brading was uninterested. Brading 
walked into the Dal-Tex building to “make 
a phone call”. There he was arrested by 
another Deputy Sheriff. Upon showing his 
driver’s license in the name of “Jim Braden” 
he was immediately released without being 
booked, 

Oswald shot Connally twice from the 
Texas School Book Depository. He left from 
the front door. His backup man was sup- 
posed to take the rifle out of the building (or 
so Oswald thought). Instead he ‘hid’ it be- 
hind some boxes, where it would be found 
later. 


Oswaro SHooTs 


Three men dressed as tramps picked up the 
spent shells from Dealey Plaza One was 
Howard Hunt. Then they drifiedoverto an 
empty box car sitting on the railway spur 
behind the grassy knoll and waited. A Dallas 
police officer ordered two Dallas cops to “go 
over to the box car and pick up the tramps”. 

The three tramps’ were paraded around 
Dealey Plaza to the Police Department in the 
Dal-Tex building. They were held there 
until the alarm went out to pick up Oswald, 
then they were released without being 
booked. In all, ten men were arrested imme- 
diately after the shooting. 

All were released soon after, nonc were 
booked, not a word about their existence is 
mentioned in the Warren Report. 

[In 1985 Mark Lane, a Fiorida lawyer, 
was defending libel charges from E. Howard 
Hunt against a 1978 story which linked him 
tothe assassination written by ‘former’ CIA 
agent Victor Marchetti in a weekly tabloid, 
The Spotlight. Lane had a deposition from 
Castro's former mistress Marita Lorenz 
which claimed she gave money to Frank 
Sturgis in Dallas to finance the killing. “The 
day after the money was paid, Presi- 
dent Kennedy was assassinated,” 
Lane said. - Ed] 


Oswato Carturnco 


Regarding Lee Harvey Oswald, Officer 
Tippitt was dispatched in his police radio car 
to the Oak Cliff section where Oswald had 
rented aroom. Tippittmay have met Oswald 
on the street. He may have been supposed to 
kill Oswald, but something went wrong. 
Tippitt was shot by two men, using two re- 
volvers. The ‘wimess’, Domingo Benav- 
ides, who used Tippitt’s police car radio to 
report “we've had a shooting here”, may 
have been one of the men who shot him (a 
Domingo Benavides appears in connection 
with the Martin Luther King shooting also). 

Oswald went to the movies. A ‘shoe- 
store manager’ told the theatre cashier thata 
suspicious-looking man had sneaked in 
without paying. Fifteen assorted cops and 
FBI charged out to the movie theatre to look 
for the guy who had sneaked in. 

Oswald had a pistol that wouldn't fire. It 
may have been anticipated that the police 
would shoot the ‘cop killer’ for ‘resisting 
arrest’. But since that didn’t happen, the 
Dallas Police brought Oswald out for small- 
time Mafioso Jack Ruby to kill two days 
later. 

Brading stayed at the Teamster-Mafia- 
Hoffa-financed Cabana Motel in Dallas. 
Ruby had gone to the Cabana the night 
before the murder, says theWarren Report. 


Onassis in Control 


T he resi, as they say, is history. Onassis was 
so confident of his control over the police, 
media, FBI, CIA, Secret Service and the US 
Judicial system that he had JFK murdered 
before the eyes of the nation, then systemati- 
cally bought off, killed off or frightened off 
all witnesses and had the evidence de- 
stroyed, then put a 75-year seal of secrecy 
over the entire matter. 
[Onassis, in Germany when the as- 
sassination tock place, flew to 
Washington, presented his passport 
at the gate of the White House and 
was admitted immediately - Ed} 
Cover-up participants included (among 
many) Gerald Ford; Leon Jaworski of the 
CIA-front Anderson Foundation, represent- 
ing Texas before the Warren Commission to 
see that the fair name of Texas was not be- 
smirched by the investigation; CIA Dallas 
chief John McCone; his assistant Richard 
Helms and a posse of police, FBI, news 
media etc. 


UJHERE ARE THEY NOW? 


Johnny Roselli received part of his payoff 
for the headshot on JFK in the form of a 
$250,000 “finder's fee” for bringing 
"Hughes" (Onassis) to Las Vegas in 1967. 

Jimmy Frattiano’s payoff inciuded 
$10,000 in ‘non-repayable’ loans from the 
San Francisco National Bank (President Joe 
Alioto), Credit authorisations for the series 
of loans, from 1964 through 1965, came 
from Joe Alioto and a high Teamsters offi- 
cial. Dun and Bradstreet noted this transac- 
tion in amazement, listing the loans in their 
1964-65 monthly reports and wondering 
how Frattiano could obtain so much credit, 
as his only known title (listed in Dun and 
Bradstreet) was “Mafia executioner”. Frat- 
tiano went around for years bragging about 
it: “Hi there, I'm Jimmy Frattiano, Mafia 
executioner”. A bank vice-president told the 
whole story to the California Crime 
Commission, where Al Harris heard it; it 
was buried m a file folder there. Al Harris, 
who later shot off his mouth a little too much, 
was ‘heart attacked’. 

in March 1975 Frattiano was testifying 
to the San Francisco Grand Jury in regard to 
his involvement with east coast mafioso 
Tony Romano, in the Sunol Golf Course 
swindle (which cost San Francisco between 
$100,000 and $500,000) with the active help 
of Mayor Alioto. 


[More recently ‘Jimmy the Weasel’ 
has achieved notoriety as the greaiest 
Mafia informer in history, having been 
granted immunity from prosecution and 
loudly proclaiming the reality of crimi- 
mal involvement in many areas within 
American society - Ed] 
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In between, Frattiano had used his 
$109,000 in ‘non-repayable loans’ to set up 
a trucking business in Imperial Valley, 
where there was more swindling involving 

JS Government construction contracts. As 
one California Crime Commission member 
explained: “The Mafia is doing business 
directly with the US Goverment now.” 

Brading was questioned by the FBI two 
months after his arrest and release at Dallas 
as part of the Warren Commission's deter- 
mination to ‘Jeave no stone unturned’ in its 
quest for the truth about the JFK assassina- 
tion. In spite of the fact that Brading was.a 
known criminal with an arrest record datin 
back twenty years, the FBI simply reported 
that Brading knew nothing about the assas- 
sination. 

Brading became a chartermember of the 
La Costa Country Club, Mafia heaven down 
near San Clemente. He also became a runner 
for the skim money from the Onassis/ 
‘Hughes’ Las Vegas casinos to Onassis’ 
Swiss banks. 

Gerald Ford, head of the Warren 
Commission, went on to become President 
by appointment of Nixon, then in danger of 
even further and more serious exposure. 
From this position of trust Ford pardoned 
Nixon one month later for “any and all 
crimes he may have committed”.That 
covers quite a lot, but Ford is good at cover- 
ing things up. 

McCone, the head of CIA-Dallas, went 
onto the Board of Directors of ITT sitting 
right next to Francis L. Dale, the head of 
CREEP. Richard Helms, his assistant at 
Dallas, ultimately tumed up as CIA Direc- 
tor. Leon Jaworski, CIA attomey, became 
the Watergate prosecutor, replacing Cox 
who was getting too warm. Jaworski tumed 
on an excellent performance of ‘govern- 
Ment as theatre’: the honest, conscientious 
investigator who ‘uncovered’ nota bit more 
than he had to and managed to steer every- 
one away from the underlying truth . 

Dr “Red” Duke, the man who dug two 
bullets out of Connally and saved his life, 
was shipped off to a hospital in Afghanistan 
by a“ grateful’ CIA. Jim Garrison, the New 
Orleans DA who tried to get Eugene Brading 
out of California but used one of Brading's 
other aliases (Eugene Bradley) by mistake, 
had his witnesses shot out from under him 
and was framed on charges of bribery and 
extortion. 


FBI officers ‘confiscated’ photos of 
Brading taken on the scene. Et Cetera...

November 22nd 1963: 


A fter JFK's death, Onassis quickly established control over 
Lyndon Johnson by fear. On the trip back to Washington, 
Johnson was warned by radio, relayed froman Air Forcebase; 
“There was no conspiracy. Oswald was a lone nut assassin. 
Get it, Lyndon? Otherwise Air Force One might have an 
unfortunate accident on the flight back to Washington.” 

Onassis filled all important government posts with his 
own men. All government agencies became means to accom- 
plish an end: rifle the American Treasury, steal as much as 
possible, keep the people confused and disorganised and 
leaderless, pursue world domination. JFK's original “Group 
of 40” was turned over to Rockefeller and his man Kissinger, 
so that they could more effectively exploit South America. 
(Onassis was one of the first to console Jackie when she got 
back from Dallas with JFK ‘s body). 

Silva, a San Francisco private detective hired by Angelina 
Alioto to get the goods on philandering Joe, followed Joe 
Alioto to Vacavilla to the Nut Tree Restaurant, where he held 
a private meeting with other Mafioso to arrange details of the 


JFK assassination payoff to Frattiano. 


November 23rd 1963: Oswald's Testimony 


In the basement of the Dallas Police Station, Lee Harvey 
Oswald told a local CBS filmcrew (who captured the state- 
ment for posterity); 

“I positively know nothing about this situation here, I 
would like to have legal representation...Well, 1 was ques- 
tioned by a judge. However, I protested at that time that I was 
not allowed legal representation during that very short and 
sweet hearing. ] reallydon’t know what this situation is about. 
Nobody has told me anything, except that I’m accused of 
murdering a policeman. I know nothing more than that. Ido 
request someone to come forward to give melegal assistance.” 

A reporter asked Oswald, “Did you kill the President?” 

“No,” he answered, “I have not been charged with that. In 
fact, nobody has said that to me yet. The first thing I heard 

‘about it was when the newspaper reporters in the hall asked 
me that question.” 

Ten years later, a Psychological Stress Evaluator (PSE) was 
used by ‘former’ CIA agent George O'Toole to test Oswaid’s 
statements on tape. The PSE analysis showed that Oswald was 
more worried about his lack of a lawyer than about any of the 
charges against him. 

PSE analysts have concluded that he believed he was 
innocent of all charges. 

However, in Volume 24, Exhibit 2038 of the Warren 
Commission Report (the official ‘investigation’ of the John EF. 
Kennedy assassination), the following may be found: 








“Bob Mulholland, NBC News, Chicago, talked in Dallas to 
one Ferrie... Ferrie said that Oswald had been under hypnosis 
from a man doing a mind-reading act at (Jack) Ruby's 
‘Carousel’...”. Jack Ruby, who owned the Mafia-linked 
Carousel Club ,an old friend of Sam Giancana's, killed Oswald 
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in police custody; David Ferrie (CIA operative and hypnotist, 
under whom Oswald had served in a Civil Air Patrol (CAP) 
group in 1956) died while under independent JFK murder in- 
vestigation by New Orleans D.A. Jim Garrison. Testimony 
before the Commission shows that Ferrie and Oswald had 
discussed an assassination attempt in which diversionary 
tactics were to be used, in Ferrie's apartment in the sum- 
mer of 1963. 

Perry Russo told a grand jury (and, under sodium pen- 
tothal, Jim Garrison) that Ferrie had said “there would haveto 
be a minimum of three people involved. Two of the persons 
would shoot diversionary shots and the third ... shoot the 
“good” shot.” Ferrie said one would have to be a scapegoat 
who would give the other two time to escape 

Ferrie confided to one of his CAP cadets that he was 
training five-member small-weapons units in “guerrilla war- 
fare tactics under the auspices of the US Marines for action in 
Cuba.” Ferrie worked for W. Guy Bannister, right wing front- 
man, who also employed Oswald to infiltrate left wing pro- 
Castro groups. 

The day before he died, Ferrie was subpoenaed by Jim 
Garrison. That evening he told George Lardner ofthe Wash- 
ington Post: “A President is no better than anyone else... If 1 
were killed, I'd expect my death to be investigated just as thor- 
oughly.” 

Forensic pathologists concluded he may have been killed 
by a blow to the base of the skull some time during the next 
seven hours; he was found in bed with a sheet pulled over his 
face, The suicide note was left on the dining room table. 


Also November 23rd: 

Dallas attorney Carroll Jarnagin writes a letter to J. Edgar 
Hoover reporting a meeting he had overheard on October 4th 
between Ruby and Oswald - who had arrived from Mexico 
City the previous night. 

From a booth in Ruby's Carousel Club, Jarnagin heard 
Oswald say he had just arrived from New Orleans needing 
money. "You'll get the money when the job is done," Ruby 
said, adding that if there was a slip-up, "they" would want all 
their money back. Ruby said the job was to shoot Governor 
Connally (who rode with JFK in Dallas), because he wouldn't 
open Texas to the rackets. 

"The boys in Chicago have no place to go, no place to really 
operate," said Ruby. "They've clamped down the lid in Chi- 
cago; Cuba is closed,” When Oswald argued that killing 
Connally would cause trouble, Ruby replied; 

"Not really, they'll think some crackpot or Communist did 


it, and it will be written off as an unsolved crime.” 


CIA Lies to Warren Commission 


The CIA concealed evidence from the Warren Commission, 
some released in 1976 under FOI. A memo quoting a CIA 
report on Oswald written three days after the Kennedy assas- 
sination revealed that the CIA had discussed approaching 
Oswald in the early 1960s. The same document shows that 
Allen Dulles (ex-CIA Director) had secretly coached the 
Agency on how it should deny having any connection with 
Oswald. He also recommended that CIA Director Richard 
Helms should lie under oath about the CIA having any mate- 
rial in its files suggesting a relationship with Oswald. 

In sworn testimony to the Warren Commission, Helms 


subsequently testified that the Agency had “never even con- cancer, but a ‘stroke’ similar to that which killed David Ferrie. 
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templated” making contact with Oswald prior to the assassi- 
nation. Further FOI releases show that the CIA did make 


contact with him. 


June 7, 1964: 


Jack Ruby was questioned in jail in Dallas, Texas, by Earl 
Warren and Gerald Ford. Ruby repeatedly asked for a lie- 
detector test or sodium pentothal to prove his honesty before 
the Warren Commission. He asked that the Sherriff and law 
enforcement personnel leave the room and said to Justice 
Warren, “I would like to see you in private.” Warren replied, 
“You may do that when you finish your story. You may tell me 
that phase of it.” Ruby said, “Gentlemen, my life is in danger 
here. Not with my guilty plea of execution...” 


Jack Ruby’s Testimony 


Å fter attem pting in vain to gain access to Justice Warren 
alone, he continued: “I wish that our beloved President, 
Lyndon Johnson, would have delved deeper into the situ- 
ation, hear me, not to accept just circumstantial facts about my 
guilt orinnocence, and would have questioned to find out the 
truth about me before he relinquished certain powers to these 
certain people... Consequently, a whole new form of govern- 
ment is going to take over our country,  andlknowlwon'tlive 
to see you another time. Do I sound sort of screwy in telling 
you these things?” 

“No,” Warren answered, “I think that is what you believe 
or you wouldn't tell it under oath.” 

“But it is a very serious situation,” said Ruby. “T guess it is 
toc late to stop it, isn’t it? Now maybe something can be saved. 
{t may not be too late, whatever happens, if our President, 
Lyndon Johnson, knew the truth from me... But if I am elimi- 
nated, there won't be any way of knowing. 

"Righi now, when I leave your presence now, Lam the only 
one that can bring out the truth to our President ... but he has 
been told, | am certain, that I was part of a plot to assassinate 
the President. i know your hands are tied; you are helpless... 
But in all fairness toeveryone, maybealll want todo is beg that 
if they found out I was telling the truth, maybe they can 
succeed in what their motives are, but maybe my people won't 
be tortured and mutilated...” 

An aide in the room asked, “Who do you think is going to 
eliminate you, Jack?” 

“Thave been used for a purpose, and there will be a certain 
tragic occurrance happening if you don't take my testimony 
and somehow vindicate meso my people don’t suffer because 
of what | have done...” Ruby’s subsequent polygraph test 


proved inconclusive due to high stress levels. 


1965: 


Dorothy Kilgallen, syndicated columnist, gained the only 
major interview with Ruby in his Dallas cell. She told friends 
that Ruby's evidence would “blow the JFK case sky high.” A 
few days later she died of a massive barbiturate and alcohol 
overdose. Her apartment had been ransacked and her Ruby 


transcripts were missing. 


Early 1967: 


Jack Ruby, claiming he js being poisoned in jail, is diagnosed 
as having cancer. However, he dies a few weeks later, not of 
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1967: 


Onassis had always enjoyed the fast piles of money to be 
made through gambling (in Monaco in the 1950s and in Cuba 
under Battista). Onassis took over Las Vegas in 1967 via the 
“Howard Hughes” cover. US Government officials explained 
it was all right because “at least Hughes isn’t the Mafia” (ha 
ha). 

Note: L. Wayne Rector had been hired by Hughes in 1955 
by the Carl Byoir agency (Hughes’ Los Angeles PR firm) toact 
as Hughes’ double. In 1957, when Onassis kidnapped 
Hughes, Rector continued toactas his stand-in. Rector was the 
Hughes surrogate inLas Vegas. Robert Maheu actually ranthe 
show, taking orders from Onassis. The six “Nursemaids”, 
called the “Mormon Mafia”, kept Rector sealed off from 
prying eyes. 

June 17th 1968: RFK Assassinated 


Bobby Kennedy knew immediately who had killed his 
brother. He wrote about it in his unpublished book “The 
Enemy Within ” - when he foolishly tried to run for President, 
Onassis had him killed using a sophisticated new technique: 








he hypnotised Sirhan Sirhan who shot from the front, while 
a ‘security guard ‘ (from Lockheed Aircraft), Thane Cesar, 
shot from the rear 2 or 3 inches away from Bobby’s head. 
Sirhan's shots all missed, Cesar's couldn't possibly miss. 

Evelle Younger, thenthe Los Angeles DA, covereditallup, 
including the squawks of LA Coroner Thomas Noguchi 
(Marylin Monroe's “Coroner to the Stars” ). Younger was later 
rewarded with the post of California Attorney General. His 
son, Eric Younger, got a second-generation Mafia reward: a 
Judge-ship at age 30. (See Ted Charach, LA author & director, 
“The Second Gun” ,a documentary film on the RFK murder, 
bought and suppressed by Mafia Warner Brothers , for more 
details). 

After Bobby's death Teddy knew who did it. In fear for his 
life he went to Onassis and swore eternal obedience. In return 
Onassis granted him his life and said he could be President 
too, just like his big brother, if he would just behave himself 


and follow orders. 


September 16th 1968: 


There was a hit and run accident on Bruce Roberts’ car, 
parked in front of the Russian Consulate in San Francisco - 
who routinely take pictures of everything that goes on in front 
of the Consulate. Their photos showed the licence plate of the 
hit-and-run car, UKT 264, on a Blue Cadillac belonging to Mia 
Angela Alioto, [San Francisco Mayor] Joe’s daughter, being 
driven by Tom Alioto, Joe’s son - who’s driving licence had 
been revoked. His license and the car’s were both fraudulent. 

To cover up the hit and run circumstances, San Francisco 
MPs from the Presidio quickly staged a few more hit and runs 
on the same corner - all duly filmed by the Russians. Kathryn 
Hollister, the Alioto family nurse, was ‘persuaded’ to take the 
rap for the hit and run. Roberts threatened to spill the whole 
story - in court - with photos, 

Next evening, Brading & Frattiano showed up in the Black 
Magic Bar - Brading wearing his X-marked hat from Dallas - 

to see whether Roberts recognised it, how much he knew, etc. 
A San Francisco MP from the Presidio piped up from the end 
of the bar, “I heard they let everyone with an X-marked 
hatband through the police lines at Dallas”. 

The coverup support from Alioto in the hit and run was 
complete. 

Mafia Joe Alioto had Presidential ambitions, shored up by 
his participation in the Dallas payoff. Everyone who helped 
kill JFK got a pieceof the US pie, but J. Edgar Hoover, FBI head, 
blew his cover by releasing some of the raw FBI files on Alioto 
at the Democratic National Convention. 

Joe was out of the running for Vice President and Hubert 
Humphrey had to settle for Muskie. Humphrey planned to 
come to San Francisco fora final pre-election rally sparked by 
Joe Alioto. Roberts threatened to blow the hit and run story 
plus its Mafia ramifications open if Humphrey came to S.F.. 
Humphrey didn't come. Humphrey lost San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia and the election. 


October 1968: 


Jackie Kennedy was now ‘free’ to marry Onassis. An old

which changed a 150-year old law requiring an autopsy (which 
would have revealed the suffocation and broken nose); Coroner 
Mills, who let Kennedy’s oide; K. Dyn Gifford, supply him with a 
death certificate already prepared for Mills’ signature listing 
cause of death as drowning; Cardinal Cushing's priests, who 
appeared before the Kopechnes “direct from God”, with per- 
sonal instructions from Him that Mary Jo was not to be disturbed 
and not to insist on on autopsy; a Pennsylvania mortuary where 
Mary Jo's broken nose was patched up; East and West Coast 
phone companies which clamped maximum security on the

Howard Hughes Hoax 


| End of 1970: The presence of Howard Hughes was no longer 

required. His handwriting could be duplicated by a computer 
(read British ex-MIié agent lan Fleming's James Bond books In 
which Hughes and Onassis are thinly disguised). All Ihe known 
tacts about his life had been compiled and a computerised 
biography issued to top “Hughes” executives. His double - 
Rector - had been doing Hughes tor years, And Hughes was IIl. 

Ciifford irving, author of Hoax, a book about an art forger, 
became interested in Hughes and wanted to do a book on him. 
Living on Ibiza he heard the Mediterranean gossip that “Hughes” 
was a hoax loo. He went to “Hughes” so-called Mornon Mafia 
(lhe six “nursemaids') for Information. One of them, Meryman, 
perhaps tired of the game, gave Irving a copy of the computer- 
| ised Hughes biography, and from It Irving wrote his “autobiogra- 

phy”. 

Hughes’ death was expected shortly. Preparations were 
being made so that it-would notinterfere with the orderly continu- 
ation of his empire. When the publishers announced Irving's 
book, Onassis knew that someone had given Irving the Informa- 
tion but didn't know who. He thought it was Robèrt Maheu, ond 
fired him in November 1970. On Thanksgiving Eve 1970 in the 
middle of the night, “Hughes” (Rector, the double) made a well- 
publicised “secre! departure” from Las Vegas to the Bahamas. 


December 1970: Onassis discovered his mistake and had 
Merryman killed. Robert Maheu, accidentiy deprived of his 
$500,000 annual salary, sued “Hughes” for millions and had his 
blockmall coretully hedged. He mentioned “Hughes game- 
plan for the purchase of presidents, govemors, senators, judges, 
etc. Onassis poid off - cheap al the price - to maintain his control 
of “American Democracy” and the “Free World”, and to keep 
from hanging for multiple murders.

His coffin 
was lowered into the sea from a rocky headland off the coast of

Present al the funeral were: Jackie Kennedy Onassis; teddy 
Kennedy; Francis L. Daie, Director of CREEP and on ihe ITT board 
of directors; Torn Pappas, also CREEP; and a South Vielnarnese 
Cardinal named Thuc. Onassis allowed some photographs to be 
taken from a distance; he himself did not appear. The pictures 
were published in Midnight, a Canadian tablold. Albanian trog- 
men, tipped off, were waiting under the waler. They seized the 
coffin and took the corpse off the Yugoslavia, then lo Chine anc 
Russia and then to Boston In a foot locker. The corpse's dental 
work was compared to Hughes’ very own dental records and 


they matched.

Kennedy & Giancana 


n February this year, Judith Campbell Exner claimed in an 
I interview with a US magazine that she was a courier and contact 

' between President John F. Kennedy and a Chicago mobster. 
Exner claims to have arranged at least ten meetings between 
Kennedy and Mafia boss Sam Giancana in the early 1960s. She split 


a US People magazine fee of $US100,000 with the article's author, 


Kitty Kelley. 





Exner admitted in a 1975 appearance before the Senate intelli- 
gence committee that she had an 1 8-month affair with Kennedy before 
and after he entered the White House, and an earlier affair with 
Giancana. i 

“Now that I’m dying and nothing more can happen to me, I want 
to be completely honest,” she says. “I don’t think I should have to die 
with the secret of what I did for Jack Kennedy, or what he did with the 
power of his presidency.” Suffering from cancer, she says Kennedy 
used Mob money and muscle to secure his election victory. 

“IT lied when I said President Kennedy was unaware of my 
friendships with mobsters,” Exner said, referring to her 1975 testi- 
mony and a book she wrote in 1977 called My Story. “In fact, I’ve gone 
to great lengths to keep the truth from ever coming out, which is 
probably the only reason I'm alive today. (But) he knew about my 
dealings... because I was seeing them for him.” 

For 18 months around the 1960 election (which Kennedy won by 
avery small margin), Exner was Kennedy's conduit to the Mafia - par- 
ticularly Chicago boss Sam Giancana. She regularly carried messages 
and set up private meetings between them - at least one in the White 
House. 


Sinatra Connection 


Exxner’s father was a wealthy California architect. By 1959 she was 
on the Hollywood party circuit and was briefly Frank Sinatra’s girl- 
friend. Early in 1960, Sinatra invited her to his show in Las Vegas at 
the Sands Hotel, where he introduced her to his friend, Senator John 
Kennedy. Exner says Kennedy called her every day for the nextmonth 
and set up a rendezvous in a New York hotel. “It was a wonderful night 
of lovemaking,” she said. 

A week later, Sinatra called to invite her down to a Miami show, 
where he introduced her to his friend Giancana. 

“I feel like I was set up to be a courier,” she said. “I was a perfect 
chcice because I could come and go without notice and, if ncticed, no- 
one would've believed it anyway. 

“Inever told anyone else because I thought I would be killed,” she 
said. “Look at what happened to Jack and Sam, who was murdered in 
his house while under police surveillance.” Giancana was killed in 
1975, the night before his scheduled appearance before a Senate Intel- 
ligence committee. 


First Assignment 


Th April 1960, Exner met Kennedy in his Washington apartment for 
dinner and lovemaking while pregnant Jackie was in Florida. “Jack 
turned to me and said, "Could you quietly arrange a meeting with Sam 
for me? I think I may need his help in the campaign." 

Six days later, Kennedy and 'Giancana met at the same Miami 
hotel. Kennedy handed Exner an envelope containing two $1000 bills 
later that night. 

“He seemed very happy about it and thanked me for making the 
arrangements,” she said. “Jack told me if he didn't get the nomination 
in July, he and his wife would get a divorce. Their marriage was 
unhappy and the divorce was a mutual decision between them.” 

That first meeting concerned the West Virginia primary. FBI 
wiretaps revealed that huge donations from Mafia figures poured into 
Kennedy coffers to pay off election officials - and Sinatra apparently 
helped distribute the money. 

Kennedy won the primary with over 60% of the vote, but still 
needed a victory in Illinois, Giancana’s home State; more meetings 
followed. After the election Giancana boasted to Exner that Kennedy 
would never have won if not for the Mob. 
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“| thought I was in love with Jack,” she said. "He trusted me and 
J was doing something important for him. I was 26 years old and didn’t 
have any great purpose im life. That's probably why I became so 
involved in this and did it with such gusto. I guess I felt I was doing 
something important.” 

Throughout 1961, and especially after the Bay of Pigs, she claims 
she was an unwitting participant in the failed assassination plans 
against Castro. Then she realised she was being followed by the FBI. 

“They hounded me about Sam and I was terrified,” she said. “I 
called Jack immediately to tell him the FBI had been to see me, asking 
all sorts of questions about Sam. I told him I had said I knew nothing 
about Sam’s business. Jack reassured me. 

“He said, ‘Don’t worry, they won't do anything to you. And don’t 
worry about Sam. You know he works for us.’ He told me thatover 
and over.” 

Parts of Exner’s story were questioned by Giancana’s daughter, 
Antoinette, ina TY interview on CBS This Moming in late February. 
Ms Giancana said she had never met Exner but admitted she was her 
father’s girlfriend and that her father had wanted to help in an 
assassination plot against Dr Fidel Castro. But Antoinette, 52, denied 
Exner was a messenger for the President and her father. 

“First of all, the mob never put anything in writing,” she said. 
“And my father resented the Kennedys immensely. He used very 
choice words for the Kennedy family when their name came up.” 

Exner remains adamant, and says she was the conduit which 
made written deals unnecessary. 


Contract On America 


A newly released book draws the connections between Kennedy and 
the Mob still tighter. Contract On America, the culmination of a 10 
year investigation by David Scheim, is a detailed account of the events 
leading up to and immediately following the JFK assassination. 

“Gracing the tableau are neither crackpots nor clowns, freak 
colncldences nor senseless crimes,” writes Scheim. “Rather, 
coming sharply Into focus is the vicious combine of killers... a 
group with the motive and capability to perform the assassina- 
tion, Indeed, the conclusion is clear. The Mafia killed President 
Kennedy.” 

Scheim says Kennedy angered organised crime when he stopped 
official attempts to overthrow Castro and recover millions in Mob 
gambling money lost in the Cuban revolution. Bobby Kennedy also 
declared a ‘war on crime’ as Attomey-General. Official files detailed 
by Scheim show that Teamster Union president Jimmy Hoffa, Florida 
crime boss Sam Trafficante and head of America's oldest Mafia 
family, Carlos Marcello - who centrolled an empire stretching from 
New Orleans to Texas - made direct statements that “their problems 
with the Kennedy Administration would be solved by an assassina- 
tion.” 

Lee Harvey Oswald's family had mob connections and he was 
bailed out of jail in New Orleans by Marcello’s top aide three months 
before the November 22nd assassination. Scheim states that Oswald 
took part in the conspiracy, but that two other men - David Ferrie and 
Eugene Hale Brading - aiso took part (see Gemstone File). 

Ferrie knew Oswald since the 1950s and also had Mafia ties; he 
was seen with Oswald in New Orleans a month after his release from 
jail. He also gave a dubious alibi for the time of the JFK murder. 

Brading was found in the nearby Dal-Tex building (from which 
one bullet originated according to witnesses and ballistics evidence) 
after the shooting. He was arrested for being present “without good 


cause” and inexplicably released without fingerprinting or foliow-up 
investigation. Itwasn'tuntii 1969, after he was also questioned by Los 
Angeles police after the Bobby Kennedy assassination that it was 
learned Brading was a Mob associate with a record of 35 arrests. 

Two acoustics experts (and many witnesses) have testified that a 
third shot originated on the grassy knoll bordering Elm St with “95% 
or better” probability. An enhanced photograph shows a gunman 
poised in bushes there with a rifle. Dallas policeman Joe Smith later 
testified that he spoke with a man standing behind a picket fence near 
the knoll, who produced a secret service badge, Records show that no 
secret service agent was stationed there. 


Ruby’s True Colours 


Jack Ruby, Oswaid’s killer, had been a Mafia soldier in Dallas for 
over 25 years; the investigating W arren Commission deleted this fact 
from its official verdict. They never revealed that Ruby’s telephone 
records immediately prior to the assassination showed many calls to 
Mob officials and go-betweens, but suggested he killed Oswald be- 
cause of shocked patriotism - and an infatuation with Jackie Kennedy. 
On the morning of November 22nd, Mary Lawrence, a bar waitress, 
saw Ruby talking to a younger man who looked like Oswaid. “If you 
don’t wantto die, you better get out of town,” a phone call informed. 
her two days before an FBI interview after the assassination. 

Ruby was at the Dallas police station every day after the Kennedy 
assassination, handing out cards to his Carousel Club to reporters. He 
was the Mafia pay-off man to Dallas police and had hundreds of con- 
nections within the force. Government wiretaps show that one of 
these, Dallas County Sheriff Bill Decker, was on the take and knew 
Ruby well. Decker rode in the “rolling command car” as part of the 
presidential motorcade and was involved in the ‘unsuccessful trans- 
fer’ of Oswald from the Dallas police jail where Ruby shot Oswald. 

According to Sheim, Ruby owed the Mob a favour and believed 
he'd getoff lightly for murdering Oswald. Four weeks after being sen- 
tenced to death on March 14th, 1964, Ruby asked to see the Warren 
Commission. Inexplicably, they declined at first - but during his sub- 
sequent testimonies (reported in NEXUS No 3) to commission 
members he said there was a conspiracy behind the killings. 

“I want to tell the truth and I can’t tell it here,” he said, “Does that 
make sense to you? My life is in danger here.” Sheriff Bill Decker 
supervised Ruby’s incarceration. i 

According to Scheim, J. Edgar Hoover (head of the FBI and, some 
say, most powerful man in North America) had known ties to New 
York mobster Frank Costello and “an atrocious record” on organised 
crime. He ensured that Oswald was labeled alone killer’. Scheimsays 
that Vice-President Johnson also had strong mob connections and 
accepted pay-offs for curbing investigations into organised crime. 

“In conclusion, the Kennedy assassination cover-up fits the pat- 
tern that Roman historian Tacitus had characterised 19 centuries ago 
on the murder of Emperor Galba: ‘a shocking crime’ committed ‘on ` 
the unscrupulous initiative of a few individuals, amid the passive ac- 
quiescence of ali’,” writes Scheim. 

As aresult, Kennedy’s ‘war on crime’ - and proposed withdrawal 
from Viemam and defence cuts - were stopped. 

“Perhaps the most disturbing benefit the Mob derived has been 
unprecedented (and continuing) influence at the highest levels of 
Government,” Scheim concludes.

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JANUARY 27TH, 1972: Liddy and Dean meet 
in Mitchell's office, with Liddy’s outline 
charts for his million dollar plan for a gigan- 
lic spying and kidnap operation, which in- 
cluded breaking into Hank Greenspun’s Las 
Vegas office in the hope of recovering 
Greenspun's files on the Howard Hughes 
kidnapping and the Onassis Las Vegas op- 
erations - which Greenspun had successfully 
used to blackmail Onassis out of $4 million. 

A “Hughes” getaway plane would stand 
by to take the White House burglars to 
Mexico. 
FEBRUARY 1972: Liddy and Hunt traveled 
around a lot, using “Hughes Tool Company” 
calling cards and aliases from Hunt's spy 
novels. Liddy, Hunt and other Watergaters 
dropped by for a beer at the Drift Inn, where 
they were photographed on bar stools by Al 
Strom for Katherine Graham. These photos 
were later used in the Washington Post when 
Liddy and Hunt and the others were arrested 
at Watergate, because CIA men like Liddy 
and Hunt are not usually photographed. 
Roberts quoted to Liddy the “Chinese stock 
market in cars”, the price he was willing to 
pay on Onassis’ head in retaliation for a few 
things Onassis had done to Wayne Rector 
(the Hughes double), Eugene Wyman (Cali- 
fornia Democratic Party Chairman and JFK 
Mafia payoff bagman) and on Lyndon 
Johnson - “four bodies twisting in the 
breeze”. According to Roberts: 

“Quoting the prices to Liddy at the Drift 
Inn made their deaths a mortal cinch, Liddy's 
like that, and that’s why the murdering slob 
was picked by the Mafia.” Gemstones rolling 
around the Drift Inn in February inspired 
Liddy to instigate the ‘Gemstone Plan’ that 
became Watergate. Francis Dale, head of 
CREEP and member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of ITT, pushed Magruder to push Liddy 
into Watergate. In a Mafia-style effort to shut 
Roberts up his father was murdered by 
“Plumbers” team members; Liz Dale, 
(Francis L. Dale’s ex-wife), Martinez, 
Gonzalez and Barker, in Hahnemann's Hos- 
pital, San Fransisco - where Mr Roberts had 
been taken after swallowing a sodium mor- 
phate pill slipped into his medicine bottle at 
home by Watergate locksmith (Miami's 
“Missing Link” locksmith shop) Gonzalez: 
the pill didn’t kill him. He had a weak diges- 
tion and vomited enough of the sodium

morphate up (ìt burned his lips and tongue on 
the way out) buthe had emphysema and went 
to the hospital. In the hospital, “nurse” Liz 
Dale and “Doctor” Martinez assisted him to 
sniff a quadruple strength can of aerosol 
medicine - enough to kill him the next day. 


Vatican Secrets 


The day before Cardinal Tisseront, head of 
the College of Cardinals at the Vatican, was 
pushed out a Vatican window, Tisseront had 
followed the career of the [then] Pope, 
Montini (whose mother was Jewish). 
Montini poisoned Pope Pius XI with sodium 
morphate, was banished from Rome for it by 
Pius XII and then became Pope in 1963. 
Tisseront wrote it all down, calling Pope 
Montini “the deputy of Christ in Aushwitz” 
and the fulfilment of the third Fatima proph- 
esy - that “the Anti-Christ shall rise to be- 
come the head of the Church”. 

Tisseront also wrote about the ‘sup- 
pressed secrets’ of the Roman Catholic 
Church: that Jesus was an Arab (Aramean/ 
Aramaic) born April 16, 6 BC at a conjunc- 
tion of Saturn and Jupiter. Arab (Persian) 
astronomers (the Magi) came to Bethlehem 
to look for their King - and found him in a 
stable, because Arabs like Mary and Joseph 
weren't let into nice clean inns even then. 

When Jesus overturned the tables of the 
moneylenders at the Temple, the Jews had 
the Roman soldiers stick a spear in his side, 
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pulled out his liver and ate it. Tacitus, the 
Roman historian, described it all - in a chunk 
ofhistory deleted by the church. Nero burned 
Rome - but the Romans couldn’t stop the 
early Christians (Arameans and Jews) from 
spreading the Gospels, so the Romans de- 
cided to adopt their religion, tidy itup, make 
Jesus a Jew and Mary a virgin and work out 
the church/state deal to screw the people in 
the name of God and country that has been 
operating ever since. 

Around 300 AD - at the Council of Ni- 
caca - the Christian orthodoxy was estab- 
lished; a dissenting Bishop had his hands 
chopped off, another Bishop was assigned to 
round up all the old copies of the Bible and 
destroy them in favour of the ‘revised’ de- 
Arabised version.

27 Gemstone Files with histories sent to 
27 countries brought Red China into the UN 
and threw Taiwan out. 

APRIL 1972: Money pours into CREEP: 
Gulf Resources & Chemicals Corporation, 
Houston, Texas, contributed $100,000 ille- 
gally laundered through Mexico, coming 
back through Liedtke of Pennzoil Corpora- 
tion, Houston. Robert Vesco gives Maurice 
Stans a $200,000 “campaign contribution”, 
etc. Liddy gives McCord $76,000; McCord 
buys $58,000 worth of bugging equipment, 
cameras etc, 

May 1972: J. Edgar Hoover had a copy of 
the Gemstone File and threatened to expose 
Dallas-JFK in an “anonymous” book entitled 
“The Texas Mafia”, Instead he was poisoned 
with sodium morphate in his apple pie, The 
corpse was carted away from his home in the 
back seat of a VW and his files were burned 
- but some of them got away. 

Sodium morphate has been a favourite 
Mafia poison for centuries. It smells like 
apple pie, so is frequently served in one. 
Sometimes it is given in a pill or capsule. 
Symptoms; lethargy, sleep, sometimes 
vomiting. Once ingested there is a heart at- 
tack & no trace is left in the body. The proof 
is in the vomit, whichis notusually analyzed. 
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Notmentioned in standard medical books on 
poisons, but is a common ingredient in rat 
poisons. 


Watergate 


May 287TH, 1972: First break-in at Water- 
gate. McCord, Barker, Martinez, Garcia, 
Gonzalez and Sturgis break in while De 
Diego and Pico stand guard outside. Hunt 
and Liddy direct the operation from a safe 
distance, across the street. The object was to 
check on Onassis” two men at Democratic 
Party Headquarters: Larry O'Brien and 
Spencer Oliver (O'Brien's chief ‘PR client” 
had been “Hughes”. Oliver's father worked 
for Onassis). McCord wire-tapped their 
phone. 

But little did they know that the “plumb- 

ers’ were being observed by Hal Lipset, 
Katherine Graham’s (of the Washington 
Post) San Fransisco detective, who had been 
following two of the ‘Plumbers’ from Liz 
Dale’s side in San Fransisco to Watergate. 
Lipset watched in amazement as the Plumb- 
ers broke in and set up bugging equipment, 
then reported back to his employer. Lipset 
and Graham set up the wap for the Water- 
gaters when they returned to remove their 
bugs and equipment. 
JUNE 177TH, 1972: Berard Barker was wear- 
ing his Sears Roebuck delivery costume; the 
same one he wore at the Dr Fielding break-in 
and at the Hahnemann's Hospital murder of 
Bruce Roberts' father. Hal Lipset, Graham *s 
detective, was disguised as a mailman. He 
left his mailsack behind when he taped the 
door at Watergate. He watched security 
guard Frank Wills remove the tape and walk 
on, then retaped the door, As a result, Frank 
Wills went across the street and called the 
police and the “Plumbers” McCord, Marti- 
nez, Sturgis, Barker and Gonzalez were 
caught in the act (Graham had them on tape 
and film too, every minute of the time). 

Liddy and Hunt, supervising by walkie- 
talkie from across the street were not ar- 
rested. Liddy phoned Magruderin California 
regarding the Watergate arrests. Magruder 
notified Mitchell, LaRue and Mardian of 
what had happened. There was plenty of time 
to bum files and destroy incriminating evi- 
dence. Liddy shredded the Gemstone File at 
CREEP. Dean cleaned out Hunt’s safe at the 
White House and gave Hunt’s copy of the 
Gemstone File to L. Patrick Gray, acting FBI 
head: “Deep six this - in the interest of 
national security. This should never see the 
light of day.” Then Gray bumed the file. 
June 20rn, 1972: DNC Chairman Larry 
O’Brien files a million dollar suit against 
CREEP, naming Francis L. Dale, the head of

think we're 
CREEP. This was a big Mafia mistake, as 
Dale led directly back to Onassis. 
JUNE 21, 1972: The 18 and a half minutes of 
accidentally-erased White House tape: 

Nixon, furious over the Watergate 
plumbers’ arrests, couldn’t figure out who 
had done it to him; who had taped the door at 
Watergate that led to the arrests? Hal Lipset, 
whose primary employer at the time was 
Katherine Graham, couldn't tell him. Nixon 
figured that it had to do somehow with 
Roberts’ running around in Vancouver trac- 
ing the “Hughes” Mormon Mafia nurse- 
maids swindle (Eckersley) of the Canadian 
Stock Exchange and Trudeau. 

The missing eighteen and a half minutes 
in the Watergate tapes was of Nixon raving 
about Canada; “asshole Trudeau”, “asshole 
Roberts”, Onassis, Hughes and Francis L. 
Dale. It simply couldn’t be released. Stephen 
Bull’s secretary Beverly Kaye later heard the 
“erased" tape stored in a locked room in the 
White House, She was horrified, sent out 
some depressed Christmas cards and letters 
to friends and was sodium morphate "heart 
attacked’ at age 40 in a White House elevator 
outside the locked safe room where the tapes 
were stored. 

JANUARY 1973: Tisseront was dead, the 
church seized his papers and bumed them - 
but missed some. Roberts received one and 
wrote a few of his own, released over New 
Year: 

1: “The Cover-Up of the Murder of Christ” 
2: “The Yellow Race Is Not In China” 

3: “Mrs Giannini’s Bank of America Fi- 
nanced the Murder of JFK At Dallas via 
Alioto’s Frattiano, Brading and Roselli” 

4: “Vietnam - Fatima - Holy Crusade” “Four 
documents: four bodies twisting slowly in 
the breeze” as a result of the Roberts-Liddy 
deal: 

1: Lyndon Johnson, sodium morphate “heart 
attack” at his ranch on the Federnales River. 
Among his last words; “You know fellows, it 











really was a conspiracy.” 

2: Alexander Onassis, only son of Aristotle 
Onassis, plane crash via a fixed altimeter at 
the “1,000ft Walter Reuther level” at Athens 
airport. 

3: Eugene Wyman, a California Democratic 
Party Chairman and JFK assassination pay- 
off bagman - sodium morphate heart attack. 
4: L. Wayne Rector, Hughes double, killed at 
Rothschild’s Inn of the Park in London. This 
series of deaths started the shattering of the 
Mafia power structure and economy. 
Marcu 18TH, 1973: Roberts called Hal 
Lipset discussing all these matters over a 
tapped phone. Lipset reported to Dean who 
had hired him away from Graham after they 
figured out who had taped the door at Water- 
gate (Mitchell: “Katie Graham's liabic to get 
her tit caught in a wringer”). 

Marcu 19TH, 1973: Dean to Nixon, nerv- 
ously; “There is a cancer growing on the 
Presidency.” 

MARCH 21sT, 1973: Nixon said that on this 
date he “received new evidence" on Water- 


“gate. Hal Lipset later bragged on TV that he 


had been the one to bring the evidence to 
Nixon. Meanwhile back at the Washington 
Post, Katherine Meyer (“Decp Throat’) 
Graham had been feeding Woodward and 
Bemstein information for their articles. 
MAY 19ra, 1973: The first witness at the 
Watergate hearing, running down the numes 
on the CREEP organizational chart, men- 
tioned the name at the top: Francis L. Dale, 
Chairman. Dale’s name was never men- 
tioned again during the rest of the trial. 
JULY 9TH , 1973: Roberts had used Al 
Strom's Drift Inn Bar as an “open lecture” 
forum for any and all - and Al Strom taped it 
for his boss, Katherine Graham - but “Al was 
fair” - and told Roberts he was doing it. Al 
Strom was murdered by order of Katherine 
Graham for having shared information with 
Roberts on this date *e
